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SUMMARY. PRC OCTOBER 1 OBSERVANCES FOLLOWED THE SAME MODEST 
PATTERN THAT HAS PREVAILED FOR THE LAST SEVERAL YEARS. WHILE 
NEARLY ALL THE TOP LEADERS MADE VARIOUS NATIONAL DAY APPEARANCES, 
NO CONCLUSIVE FORMAL RANKING OF THE LEADERSHIP EMERGED. THE 
JOINT EDITORIAL CONCENTRATED ON RECENT PARTY CONGRESS DOMESTIC 
THEMES AND GAVE SHORT SHRIFT TO FOREIGN AFFAIRS. ITS STRESS ON 
UNITY AND VARIOUS OTHER INDICATIONS SUGGEST THAT POLITICAL 
DEVELOPMENTS ARE STILL NOT COMPLETELY UNDERSTOOD AND ACCEPTED 
AND THAT CONTROVERSIES STILL EXIST BEHIND THE NEW PARTY 
COALITION. ON THE INTERNATIONAL SCENE PEKING APPEARS TO BE 
CIRCULATING ITS VERSION OF SINO-SOVIET BORDER NEGOTIATIONS TO 
OTHER CAPITALS, IN THE MEANTIME ACOURGING MOSCOW'S GENERAL 
INTENTIONS AND POLICIES. NATIONAL DAY PRONOUNCEMENTS ABOUT TAIWAN 
AND OVERSEAS CHINESE WERE NOTABLE FOR THE CONTINUED EMPHASIS ON 
PRC CONCILIATION AND FLEXIBILITY. 
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1. NATIONAL DAY 

PEKING MARKED THE PRC'S NATIONAL DAY OCTOBER 1 AS IT DID LAST 
YEAR, WITH A JOINT EDITORIAL IN ITS LEADING PUBLICATIONS, VARIOUS 
RECEPTIONS FOR FOREIGN GUESTS, AND ENTERTAINMENT IN THE CITY'S 
PARKS. ALTHOUGH THE RECENT CONGRESS PUT THE PARTY'S HOUSE IN 
BETTER ORDER, THERE WAS NO PARADE AND NO FULL LEADERSHIP TURNOUT, 
FEATURES WHICH HAVE BEEN SHUNNED SINCE THE LIN PIAO AFFAIR IN 
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1971.

2. EDITORIAL 

THE EDITORIAL FOCUSED ON THE RECENT PARTY CONGRESS AND. IN A 
REVERSAL OF LAST YEAR’S PRONOUNCEMENT, VIRTUALLY OMITTED MENTION 
OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS. NOTHING WAS SAID ON ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
SUBJECTS, EITHER. THE EDITORIAL, A SHORT ONE, RESTRICTED ITSELF 
TO URGING THOROUGH STUDY OF THE CONGRESS DOCUMENTS AND HINTED 
THAT MAO HAD PERSONALLY CALLED FOR A CAMPAIGN IN THIS RESPECT. 

(NO MAO SPEECH TO THE CONGRESS HAS BEEN OFFICIALLY REPORTED, BUT 
THERE HAVE BEEN ASSERTIONS IN HONG KONG COMMUNIST MEDIA, AND IN 
PRC PROVINCIAL RADIO BROADCASTS, THAT HE DID ADDRESS THE 
GATHERING, AND THAT HE SPOKE ON IMPORTANT PRINCIPLES, AMONG THEM 
UNITY.) RUNNING THROUGH THE EDITORIAL WAS THE IMPLICATION THAT 
WITHIN THE PRC POLITICAL DEVELOPMENTS EXTENDING BACK TO THE 
CULTURAL REVOLUTION ARE STILL NOT ADEQUATELY UNDERSTOOD AND 
ACCEPTED. POLITICAL UNITY APPARENTLY REMAINS ELUSIVE AND 
CONTROVERSIES MAY STILL RUN DEEP BEHIND THE NEW PARTY COALITION.

NATIONAL DAY OFFERED ONLY A GLIMPSE OF THE NEW LEADERSHIP RANKING. 
CCP VICE CHAIRMAN AND SENIOR MILITARY SPOKESMAN YEH CHIEN-YING 
AGAIN HOSTED THE RECEPTION FOR OVERSEAS CHINESE, AND 
REHABILITATED VICE PREMIER TENG HSIAO-PING GAVE THE TOAST, HIS 
FIRST REPORTED MAJOR SPEECH. HE RESTATED THE PRC'S (LIBERAL) 

POLICY ON CHINESE ABROAD (HONG KONG 9864). PRC ACTING CHAIRMAN 
TUNG PI-WU HEADED THE TURNOUT TO HONOR DIPLOMATS, AHD PREMIER CHOU 
SECRET 
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MADE THE TOAST. THIRD RANKING PARTY VICE CHAIRMAN WANG HUNG- WEN, 
TRAILED BY CHIANG CHING, WERE PRESENT AT THIS EVENT, ALONG WITH 
REHABILITATED FORMER LEADERS ULANFU AND TAN CHEN-LIN. NEW 
POLITBURO STANDING COMMITTEE MEMBER CHANG CHUN-CHIAO PLAYED HOST 
TO FOREIGN COMRADES, REPLACING YAO WEN- YUAN WHO APPEARED TO BE ONE 
OF THE LOSERS AT THE PARTY CONGRESS. YAO FELL INTO LINE BEHIND 
NPC CHAIRMAN CHU TEH, AND PARTY VICE CHAIRMAN AND SENIOR PLA 
COMMISSER LI TEH-SHENG, AT THE FETE FOR FOREIGN FRIENDS. LI 
GAVE THE TOAST. MAO, LIU PO-CHENG, AND KANG SHENG DID NOT APPEAR 
AT ALL, AND POLITBURO MEMBERS NORMALLY BASED IN THE PROVINCES 
CELEBRATED THE DAY OUTSIDE THE CAPITAL. CHIANG CHING SKIPPED THE 
MASS FESTIVITIES IN THE PARKS ON OCTOBER 1 (HONG KONG 9939).

IN A SEPTEMBER 29 JOINT PEOPLE'S DAILY-LIBERATION ARMY DAILY 
EDITORIAL, PEKING ONCE AGAIN CHANGED ITS LINE ON MILITIA BUILDING. 

THIS TIME, THE EMPHASIS IS ON TRAINING THE MILITIA INTO A MILITARY 
FIGHTING FORCE, AND THE MILITIA IS DESCRIBED ALONG WITH FIELD 
AND LOCAL FORCES AS THE THIRD LEG OF THE PRC’S MILITARY 
ESTABLISHMENT. WHILE PROFESSIONALIZATION OF THE MILITIA WOULD

ON THE MASS ORGANIZATION FRONT, HONAN'S TRADE UNION CONGRESS WAS

WITHDRAWAL FROM DISPUTED TERRITORY. MEANWHILE, NEVILLE MAXWELL,

7. THE JOINT NATIONAL DAY EDITORIAL MADE ONLY PASSING REFERENCE 
TO SOME OF THE FOREIGN POLICY THEMES WHICH CHOU EN-LAI HAD 
ENUNCIATED EARLIER IN HIS CONGRESS PARTY REPORT, INCLUDING THE 
WARNING ABOUT "SURPRISE ATTACKS." TREATMENT OF THE 15TH ANNIVERSARY 

SECRET 
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OF MAO'S STATEMENT ON BUILDING UP THE MILITIA, HOWEVER, DID NOT 
STRIKE AN ALARMIST TONE ABOUT THE NEAR-TERM PROSPECT FOR WAR.

MACAO AND OVERSEAS CHINESE AND NATURALIZED CHINESE." SPEAKING 
ON THE OCCASION VICE PREMIERTEN G HSIAO PING REITERATED CHINA'S 
LIBERAL LINE OF THE QUESTION OF OVERSEAS CHINESE SAYING THAT CHINA 
APPROVED THEIR DECISION FOR CITIZENSHIP IN THEIR HOST COUNTRIES. 

TENG ALSO MADE A CONCILIATORY STATMENT ON TAIWAN WHICH WAS 
NOTABLE IN LIGHT OF THE NATIONAL DAY JOINT EDITORIAL'S OMISSION 
OF THE SUBJECT FOR THE FIRST TIME IN MEMORY (HONG KONG 9864).

REPORTING THAT THE MEETING HAD FAILED TO ACHIEVE "ANY SIGNIFICANT

THE FIRST ANNIVERSARY OF THE ESTABLISHMENT OF DIPLOMATIC 
RELATIONS BETWEEN JAPAN AND THE PRC WASCELEBRATED WITH LARGE 
RECEPTIONS, ASURANCES OF FRIENDSHIP FROM BOTH SIDES AND AN 
EXCHANGE OF WARM MESSAGES BETWEEN CHOU EN-LAI AND PRIME MINISTER 
TANAKA (NCNA SEPT 28 AND 29. BOTH SIDES DWELT ON THE 
HISTORIC SIGNIFICANCE OF THEIR NEW RELATIONSHIP AND THE CHINESE 
EMPHASIZED ITS BENEFICIAL EFFECT ON THE SITUATION IN ASIA AND 
ITS CONTRIBUTION TO WORLD PEACE. AT THE SAME TIME, THE EMPHASIS 
OF THE SPEECHES WAS THAT MERELY A BEGINNING HAD BEEN MADE, AND 
THAT IT WAS IMPORTANT TO MOVE ON TO SOLIDIFY THE DIPLOMATIC TIES 
WITH OTHER AGREEMENTS AFFECTING TRADE AND OTHER ISSUES. BOTH

CHINESE REPORT SAID THAT DOUGLAS-HOME EMPHASIZED THAT THE RUSSIANS 
ARE STILL ENGAGING IN A BIG REARMAMENT PROGRAM AND THAT NATO 
THEREFORE HAS "TO BE EXTREMELY CAREFUL." ACCORDING TO NCNA,

PORTUGUESE AND EXPRESSED CONFIDENCE THAT THE PORTUGUESE WOULD BE 
DRIVEN OUT "SO LONG AS THE PEOPLE OF GUINEA-BISSAU STRENGTHEN

(SEPTEMBER 29) PRAISING THE TEN- YEAR STRUGGLE NOTED THAT THE 
FOUNDING OF GUINEA-BISSAU WAS A VICTORY "WON BY GUNS" 

OF THE PEOPLE RATHER THAN BEING THE RESULT OF A "BESTOWAL" BY 
COLONIALISM OR OF "PEACEFUL TRANSITION.". THIS SEEMED TO BE A 
VETTED SWIPE AT THE FAILURE OF SOVIET-SUPPORTED "PEACEFUL 
TRANSITION" TO SOCIALISM DEMONSTRATED BY THE DOWNFALL OF ALLENDE
